GOOD RACING AT HAKLKM. 



There was a good track, good racing and a 
fair attendance at Harlem yesterday. 

A sizzling finish decided the opening event in 
favor of Nora Ives, the favorite over Josephine 
B., being with Cousin Lettie lapped on and 
seemingly the strongest at the end. Outrun by 
the winner the first part, Josephine B. closed 
steadily in the stretch, but could not quite get 
up. Cousin Lettie ran the best race. 

The second race was a peculiar one. It was 
three quarters, for 3-year-old fillies. Festa and 
Chiquita alternated as rear guards along the 
back stretch and around the turn. At the bend 
for home they moved up together. Festa got 
through on the inside and Chiquita on the out- 
side near the middle of the track. At the end 
Festa won easily and Chiquita was second. 
Mary Kinsella, the pacemaker, was a tired 
third. The early pace affected the result. 

Sutton was on his good behavior in the third 
race, at eight and one-half furlongs. Starting 
on the extreme outside, he took the lead in the 
first sixteenth, and only relinquished it in the 
closing fifty yards. 

In the stretch Barataria closed with Sutton 
and in a hustling finish beat him less than a 
length. Morte Fonso lost ground in the run 
home. Martin persevered with him until hope- 
lessly beaten, then eased him up. 

A field of five 3-year-old fillies started in the 
fourth race. Good Friend was a 1 to 2 shot, 
backed down to 2 to 5. Little Jed Waldo caught 
laudation for the way in which he brought up 
Nannie Davis. The kid had second place secure 
and the crowd endorsed him. In a moment of 
incandescence Jed let the filly’s head down and 
used that infernal machine of racing— the whip. 
Dave Waldo — Jed’s his son— said: ‘T wish I 
hadn't given the kid the whip. He might have 
had a chance without it.” 

The handicap at three-quarters demonstrated 
that Imp is a better filly than even her most 
ardent admirers had believed. She carried seven 
pounds above the scale weight. Every one of 
the other starters had weight off, the extremes 
being represented by Dave Waldo with three 
and Albert S. with thirty pounds. There were 
many who thought that too much was being 
asked of her. She was backed from 3 to 5 to 
1 to 2. Willie Martin rode an admirable race 
on her, and she had all she could do to beat 
Dave Waldo, with Cherry Leaf an uncomfort- 
ably close third and closing strongly. 

Amyntas won the closing race. Mazie V. 
kept her company for three-sixteenths and then 
quit. Miss Marks came from the ruck and 
made the finish exciting. Rosavannah was 
strongest of all in her final strides. 

Brown Gal and Foxnette were excused by the 
judges from the fourth and sixth races, re- 
spectively. Veterinarian’s certificates of sick- 
ness were presented in each case. 

W\ H. Roller has bought Ten Pins from 
Eugene Leigh. 

“Virginia” Bradley will be here next Tuesday 
and will probably bring Traverser along with 
other horses. Warrenton, belonging to W. M. 
Oliver, will accompany Bradley’s horses. 

Elsie Bramble ran in W. H. Roller’s colors in 
the fourth race, but she was the property of 
i^^W. M. Rogers, having been purchased in the 
morning for $600. 

Hugh McCarren and Ed Fitzgerald shipped 
their stables to Highland Park, Detroit, Mc- 
Carren took ten and Fitzgerald four. Rey 
Salazar, from Pat Dunne’s string, was one that 
McCarren added to his string. 

After the third race Judge Clark called W’illie 
Martin into the stand and sharply criticized 
his finish on Morte Fonse. Martin said the 
horse was beaten half a dozen lengths when he 
stopped riding. The judge insisted that the 



horse should have been ridden out. Martin 
thereupon expressed his dislike to being 
called into the stand on account of bad 
horses, and declared he would not ride 
Imp and Foxnette, although he had ac- 
cepted 1-he mounts. Foxnette was excused 
later, but before the handicap Col. Clark again 
called Martin into the stand and informed him 
that he must ride Imp. After Imp’s race Mar- 
tin was again called int 3 the stand and asked 
if the filly was straight. Being answered in the 
affirmative Col. Clark complimented the jockey 
upon the manner in which he had handled the 
filly. Martin went to Cincinnati last night to 
ride Plaudit in the Buckeye Stakes today. 

Pat Dunne did not conceal his displeasure 
over Martin’s having been called into the stand. 
He said: “If Martin is crooked he should not 
be allowed to ride. If he is I would like to have 
somebody explain to me why all the most ex- 
perienced trainers and the leading men, includ- 
ing such owners as Mr. Belmont and the Thomp- 
sons, give him mounts whenever they can 
secure his services.” 

“Imp is a wonderful filly, but I would 
have been beaten had I followed instructions,” 
said Willie Martin. “Mr. Brossman ordered 
me to go to the front, no matter how 
fast they ran. I could have been head 
and head with Dave Waldo the first five 
furlongs, but if I had I would have been beaten. 
He was going too fast. As it was, I just got up 
and beat him. He is a fast little horse.”

DETROIT NEXT WEEK. 



Racing begins at Highland Park, Detroit, 
next Tuesday. It will be the first of the 
Northeru Circuit meetings. Every indication 
points to a highly successful meeting at the big 
Michigan city. A correspondent of Daily 
Racing Form at Detroit writes as follows: 

“Secretary W. O. Parmer of the Highland 
Park Club of Detroit has been forced to build 
new stalls at each point on the northern racing 
circuit to accommodate the owners who have 
stake entries, and others who have no horses 
in the stakes must hustle for themselves. 

“A rumor has gone the rounds that the High- 
land Park dates, June 7 to 23, would be run off 
at Windsor. Such a thing was never thought of 
by the club officials. It will be a clean, healthy 
meeting, with everything first-class, and local 
patrons of racing are anxious for the opening. 
The free-for-all betting ring is a feature that 
pleases. 

“Harvey, Isabey, Alice Farley, Pingree, Na- 
bob, Lieber Karl or Presbyterian, Opaque, 
Laverock and possibly one or two more look 
to be the most probable starters in the Detroit 
Derby, which will be run next Tuesday.” 

“Highland Park has been beautified during 
the past three weeks. The track is very fast, 
and if the Indian signs be true the meeting 
about to open will eclipse all former meetings 
in Detroit.”
